Eating Places To Be 
Under New Rationing 
System After Mar. 1 








Commercic: and _ institution- 
al eating places will have a 
new food rationing system after 
‘March 1, to be based solely on 
number of servings. | 

Under the present system, 
rations are determined by num- 
ber of customers served food 
and refreshments, or only re- 
freshments. 

Hospitals, hotels, restaurants, 
and institutional establish- 
ments must file with theeir ra- 
tion boards before Jan. 15, re- 
ports on food servings, refresh- 
ment servings, total number of 
servings and total amount of 
rationed food used during De- 
cember, 1942, for refreshments 
only. 


WOUNDED MEN CITE 
PLASMA WONDERS 


“There was little time for my 
living.” 

That’s what Pharmacists Mate 
Jim Cantrell, 22, of Albany, Ga., 
{said describing the five plasma 





was wounded during a naval en- 
gagement off Savo island in the 
Solomons. 

“They gave me 9500cc. of 
plasma the first time, and four 
more pints during the next 20 
hours. I had lost so much blood 
I would have died of shock. As 
it was, I was in a state of shock 
for 10 days.” 

The Red Cross collected 1,300,- 
000 pints of blood for the army 
and navy through 1942, and has 
been asked to procure 4,000,000 
additional pints this year. Up- 
land’s quota is 325 pints for Jan- 
uary 31, when the mobile blood 
bank makes its third appearance 
here. 

Plasma and serum albumin ex- 
|tracted from the blood of donors 
has found its way to warships in 
the Solomons, outposts in the Pa- 
cific, Iceland, airfields in India 
and desert dressing stations in 
North Africa. 

Sergt. Robert J. McDermott of 
Medford, Mass., was in command 
of a tank destroyer at Ousseltia 
Pass in Tunisia, when shrapnel 
and fragments of shell-burst hit 
his left arm and side. 


“I was bleeding fast,’ he re- 
calls, “but a medical aide applied 
a tourniquet and gave me sulfa 
drugs. Then they carried me 
about two miles behind the lines 
where they gave me two bottles 
of plasma—I’d have died without 
it.” 

“The dehydrated straw-colored 
powder extracted from the blocd 
of volunteer donors has_ saved 
countless lives in this war and in 
order that Upland may do its part 
local donors are asked to sign up 
now,” states Ernest Gibson, chair- 
man for the Red Cross blood bank 
drive here. 

Only 45 minutes are required 
for the process, with the actual 
donation taking only seven min- 
utes.

TELEVISION STATION 
ON MT. BALDY 
REPORTED LIKELY 


Reports persist about plans be- 
ing prepared for the erection of a 
television broadcasting 
on Mt. Baldy, but as far as could 
be determined today no local res- 
idents or organizations are inter- 
ested in the proposal! 

“It is logical that Mt. Baldy 
would be selected as a site for a 
station by one of the large broad- 
casting companies”, said Phil 
Hanna, editor of Westways, a 
large trade publication in Los An- 
geles. 

“I know that an option has 
been secured on Mt. Wilson ‘for 
such a station by one of the three 
! large national broadcasting 
| chains”, Mr. Hanna said, “Televi- 
sion stations have a short area of 
coverage and it is possible that 
one of the competitive chains has 
obtained a site at the next high- 
est peak. Higher the peak, better 
is the coverage.” 

Mrs. Ruth Curry Burns of 
| Camp Baldy said that she had not 
| heard of any proposed stations lbe- 
ing located above the resort area. 

Mr. Hanna emphatically declar- 
ed that he was in no way interest- 
ed in the Mt, Wilson project or 
in the reported project on Mt.

Mainly, returns will have to be 
\filed by: 
Single persons whose total in- 
;jcome in 1948 was $500 or more. 

Every husband or wife whose 
individual income was more than 
$624. 

Every individual who paid or 
owed a tax on 1942 income.
